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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant reiterates Issues which were previously 
addressed by Examiner in the Final Office action dated 14 July 2003.Specifically, Applicant reasserts that the definitions of "SCR" and 
"effective bandwidth", as defined in the specification, should be applied to the clainns where these definitions include linnitations not 
present in the clainns. Examiner maintains that the interpretations of "SCR" and "effective bandwidth" are proper since limitations from 
the specification should not be read into the claims. If Applicant would like "SCR" and "effective bandwidth" to be interpreted according to 
specific definitions, then Applicant should include the limitations of these definitions in the claims, themselves. Additionally. Applicant's 
assertion that Examiner fails to provide evidence that a skilled artisan would conclude that an initial value is necessary in Soumiya's 
system is incorrect since Examiner clearly states that "Without an initial value, the system could not operate because in order to change 
a value, an initial value must first exist in order to be changed". This statement is evidence that it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to provide an initial value since it is clear that without an initial value the system would not function properly . 
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
